Its  stems  are  long  and  straight, 
branching  off  near  the  ground,  whether  pinched 
out  or  not.  The  blooms  last  very  long  when 
cut. 


BONNIE  GIRL  (Miniature  ID)  . . $  .50 

Brilliant,  deep  carmine  blooms  on  fine  stems. 

It  is  always  a  sure  and  heavy  producer  of  flow 


ers.  Some  flowers  will  be  larger  than  tbe 
miniature  size. 


CHAITAUQUA  REGAL  (FD)  .  . $  .75 

Very  large  blooms  of  cardinal  red  with  reverse 
shaded  lighter.  Stems  are  straight  and  stiff 
and  bushes  are  very  vigorous.  Justly  popular. 

orange  moon  (FD) . . $  .75 

Orange,  shading  to  orange  buff.  This  dahlia  is 


becoming  better  known  and  more  popular  each 
year.  The  flowers  are  large  and  are  almost  as 
deep  as  they  are  wide.  The  stems  are  long, 
stright  and  stiff  and  the  blooms  are  produced 
in  great  quantity.  It  invariably  grows  well, 
in  good  years  and  poor.  We  have  received 
many  reports  that  it  attained  a  size  of  from 
12  to  14  inches  although,  with  us,  it  is  some¬ 
what  smaller.  1  don't  believe  we  have  ever 
received  a  poor  report  on  this  dahlia.

It  faces 
on  long,  stiff  stems.  I  believe  it  to  be  the 
longest  lasting  cut  flower  dahlia.  It  has  never 
failed  to  outlast  any  dahlia  we  have  ever 
grown.  This  dahlia  has  taken  its  place  among 
the  best  of  the  standard  varieties.  It  received 
second  highest  scoring  at  Storrs  when  intro¬ 
duced  and  was  voted  the  most  popular  dahlia 
at  the  Bronx  Botanical  Gardens. 


CHAITAUQUA  BEAUTY  (ID)  . . . $  .35 

Rose  pink.  Although  an  informal  decorative 
most  of  the  season,  it  changes  to  a  semi-cactus 
later  in  the  fall.  It  is  very  popular  with  our 
customers. 


CHAUTAUQUA  RADIANT  (ID)  . .$  .50 

Amaranth  purple  with  reverse  shaded  silver 
which  shows  as  the  petals  twist  and  curl.  The 
blossoms  face  on  long,  stiff  stems. 


TTY  OF  JAMESTOWN  (FD)  . $  .35 

We  grow  this  variety  in  quantity  for  cutting. 
We  know  it  will  always  grow’  w’ell  and  produce 
plenty  of  fine,  long  stemmed  flowers.  Its  size 
ranges  between  6  and  9  inches  depending  on 
how’  it  is  grown.  It  is  about  as  deep  as  it  is 
wide.  The  foliage  is  a  very  beautiful  dark, 
brilliant,  glossy  green. 


TOOTSIE  (Miniature  FD)  .  . $  .75 

Light  yellow,  overlaid  pink.  This  variety  is 
the  parent  of  Little  Billy  and  Beach  Dainty  and 
other  seedlings  not  yet  introduced.  It  has 
every  good  quality  in  a  superlative  degree.  We 
invariably  sell  out  on  it  early.
